Apaches Out on a Horse-Stealing 
Expedition in the Dragoon 
Mountains.

San F rancisco, March 15.—Judge 
Murphy rendered his decision in the 
m atter of Attorney Deuprey’s contempt 
of court, in refusing to auswer a certain 
question on the witness-staud in the 
Goldensou case. 
The question was as 
follows: “ Have you ever received any 
communication, letters, affidavits, names 
or addresses from persons purporting to 
be witnesses in this case, outside of the 
defendant?” 
The Couft, in a long de­ 
cision, held and directed that Deuprey 
should answer the question propounded. 
Deuprey then took the witness-staud 
and answered the question. The Judge 
thereupon ordered th at the order citing 
Deuprey to show cause be vacated. This 
case is a peculiar ono. 
Deuprey, 
In the fir¿t place, accepted a retainer as 
counsel for the defendant, Goldenson. 
He delayed the trial of the case on sev­ 
eral occasions, alleging, as a reason, his 
being occupied with cases in other 
courts. Judge Murphy tinally informed 
him that he must either go on with the 
case or withdraw from it. On his fur­ 
ther refusal to do so, Judge M urphy 
appointed Messrs. Conk and Campbell as 
counsel for the defendant. In order to 
better defend their client, these latter 
gentlemen wished to obtain all informa­ 
tion from Deuprey that had been com­ 
municated to him by the^defendant, and 
cited him a9 o witness iu the case. 
Deuprey refused to answer questions 
put to him and was held in contempt. 
Cook & Campbell, counsel for the de­ 
fendant, repeatedly claimed that the 
only object they had in eliciting this in­ 
formation from Mr. Deuprey, and which 
he refused to give, was to save, if possi­ 
ble, the defendant from the gallows. Mr. 
Deuprey to-day, on being cited to show 
cause, answered that he was in posses­ 
sion of no information respecting the de­ 
fendant, other than that received as de­ 
fendant’s conlidential agent. Mr. Camp­ 
bell thought this auswer an evasive one, 
but Jndge M urphy considered that, as 
Mr. Deuprey had answered that he had 
no information, snch as was implied in 
the question put to him, his reply must 
be accepted ns satisfactory. The pecu­ 
liarities of Mr. Deuprey’a position in 
this m atter evoke considerable comment. 
Tlie O akland Election. 
Ban F rancisco, M arch 15.—Full re­ 
turns in the Oakland city election con­ 
firm the previous reports as to the suc­ 
cess of the Republican ticket. The vote 
for Mayor is as follows: Davis (Repub- 
lioan), 2761; Hayes (Democrat), 2009; 
Martin (American), 1357. The vote for 
the high liquor license retail, is 2693, 
against 2133; for high license wholesale, 
2551, against 2173. 
The election was a victory for the Re 
publican ticket, which has not been 
equalled before for eleven yoarB. The 
American party, born at the last State 
election, had a complete ticket in the 
field at this election, but not one of its 
candidates was elected except John C. 
Wilson, Councilman from thn Second 
ward, who was the nominee of both the 
Republican and the Ainerioan party 
conventions. 
The result shows that 
there was a large increase in the Amer­ 
ican party vote, and that it was more 
largely drawn from Democrats than from 
Republicans. 
KAIDING INDIANS. 
florae-Stealing Apache* Detected 
by Prospectors. 
T ombstone, Ariz., March 15.—Jim 
Tate, who has been prospecting in the 
Dragoon mountains, arrived in this city 
last night, and reporta seoing three In­ 
dians between the hours of 3 aud 4 
o’clock P. m. yesterday. The Indians 
were rapidly crossing Sulphur Spring 
valley, about four miles southeast of 
Bauer’s ranch, and ho mistook them for 
ranohers who had lost some atock, and 
paid no more attention to them. About 
one hoar after, Tate, who was in a s-r- 
eluded little gulch, hearing a noise 
where he had three horses and a burro 
hobbled, looked up, and not thiriy feet 
from him he saw throe armed Indians, 
e&oh of whom was mounted on an 
American bay horse, iu the act of lasso­ 
ing his animals. Tate and a companion 
attacked the hostiles, who broke and 
ran up a steep mountain side, leaving a 
rope and other objects behind in their 
flight. Tate thinks there may bo other 
Indians in the mountaius who had no 
horBes, and that these Indians are some 
of the few that are reported as having 
stolen away from the reservation and 
that they are on a horse-stealing expedi­ 
tion. Later reports confirm the above. 
More Indians have been seen in the 
same vicinity, and fears are entertained 
of another outbreak. The Indiana were 
going south when seen to-day. General 
Miles has issued orders to the troops at 
Fort Lowell to hold themselves in readi­ 
ness to take the field at a moment's no­ 
tice. 
The

hailed with satisfaction by our settlers.

BILLS Al'PBOVKD. 
The Oovernor Signa Several Bill» 
P am d by the Legislature. 
Sacramento, March 15.—The Gov­ 
ernor to-day signed the following addi­ 
tional bills passed by the Legislature: 
Senate Bill 342, authorizing cities, towns 
and municipal corporations to incar in­ 
debtedness. AssemblJ Bill 35, to pro­ 
tect settlers on public lands of tho United 
States within California, etc. Assembly 
Bill 37, in relation to Superior Courts 
aud Superior Judges. 
Assembly Bill 
166, amending the election lows to the 
effect of requiring the polls to he opened 
from 6 a. M. to 7 p. M. 
Assembly Bill 
361, State Tax Levy act und others. 
Senate Bill 442, proviniog for the elec­ 
tion to be held April 12, 1887, to vote 
upon the proposed Constitutional amend­ 
ments. The bill provides that notice of 
such election shall be given by adver­ 
tising for the space of twenty days prior 
to April 12th, thirty duy»’ notice not 
being required, as has been heretofore 
stated. The act repeuling the riporian 
rights clause iu the State Code was also 
approved. The repeal excepts vested 
rights. 
Citarles Lux, of th o Firm of Lux 
Ac. M iller, Deadl. 
San F rancisco, March 15.—Charles 
Lux, of the firm of Miller & Lax, ono of 
the largest cattle dealers on the Pacific 
coast, died at 4 o’clock this morning, in 
his home on the northwest corner of 
Jackson and Gough streets. M r. Lux 
reoeived a severe full from a wagon, on 
his private estate, at Baden, Sau Mateo 
county, about a year ago. from the ef­ 
fects of which ho had not entirely re­ 
covered. This, together with a cold 
contracted while attending, personally, 
to his out-door business on one of his 
ranches during the recent snow-storm, 
brought on tho fatal illness. The de­ 
ceased was born in Alsaco, and wns 64 
years of age. He came to this city in 
1857, and oponed a retail butcber-shop. 
Five years later he formed a partnership 
with Henry Miller, under the firm name 
Miller & Lux, cattlo dealers and whole­ 
sale butchers. The name of the firm is 
associated iu the legal annals with what 
has thus far probably been the most 
important 1 itigation in the history of 
the State. This was the great water 
rights suit of Miller A Lux vs. Iiaggiu 
<fc Carr, in which the Supreme Court, iu 
recent elaborate decisions, upheld the 
English doctrine of riparian rights, as 
established in California, Miller & Lux 
being the prevailing parties. He leaves 
a widow and stepson, Jesse S. Potter. 


In tbe Interest of Fruit-G rowers. 
San F rancisco, March 15. —The Di­ 
rectors of the Fruit-Growers’ Union held 
an executive meeting last night. A res­ 
olution was adopted providing for the 
election of an Executive Committee of 
three, composed of the General Mauager 
and two Directors to be eeleoted by the 
Board of Trustees, to serve during the 
term of the board. They will meet on 
Wednesday of each week during tho ship­ 
ping season. But one agent shall be 
appointed in any One city, except where 
fruit is sold at auction, and shippers may 
then name their own consignee, provided 
the fruit is sold by the same auctioneer 
at the same time and place. President 
Hatch was instructed to go east as soon 
as possible and appoint the agents. The 
bank of D. O. Mills k Co. was appointed 
treasurer. L. W. Buck was olected Gen­ 
eral Mantiger and H. Weinstock, of Sac­ 
ramento, aud 1*. E. Platt, members. 
A ICullroad M anager’» R esig­ 
nation. 
P o rtla n d , Ogn., March 15.— It is 
learned to-day th at C. H. Prescott, 
manager of the Oregon Railway aud 
Navigation Company, tendered his resig­ 
nation ten days ago to President Smith, 
iu New York. 
Up to this date the res­ 
ignation has not been accepted, and it is 
thought that it will not be. The resig­ 
nation of Mr. Prescott is construed to 
mean that the lease of the Oregon Rail­ 
way and Navigation Company by the 
Union Pacific is “ off,” for if it were 
otherwise it is not likely be wonld have 
desired to leave the service of the com­

A Railroad Collision in 
Dakota. 


COOK COUNTY BOODLEES CAGED 


Jay Gould and Russell Sage Be­ 
lieved to be Interested iu the 
Biff Deal.

H elena, M. T., March 15.—News has 
reached here that a frightful collision 
between un express aud a freight train 
took place on the Northern Pacific near 
W heatland, west of Fargo, on Saturday, 
sm}shing two engines, eight cars and 
killing tho engineer aud fireman of the 
freight train, whilst others were injured. 
W heatland, Dak., March 15.—A 
disastrous accident occurred on the 
Northern Pacific, about one and a half 
in Jes west ot here, at 5:20 on the morn­ 
ing of Saturday, the 12th. The passen­ 
ger train was running along on time, 
though not at full speed, having stop­ 
ped at W hcatlaud and had not yet got 
fairly uudcr way. 
W estward stretches 
a thirtj-m ile level track of prairie. The 
passengers, who were mostly asleep, 
wcreawkaeucd by a sudden jolt thatstop- 
ped the train. Rusingout they found that 
their train had run rquarely into a 
freight train coming east. Both en­ 
gines were totally wrecked, and the 
ireighttrain, ruuning at high speed, was 
damaged, while the pa#te«ger truiu es­ 
caped with comp iratively small injury. 
Eight box cars were piled up on the lo- 
ohmotives, crushed aud splintered aud 
totally wrecked. The engineer, Fireman 
Snider aud a brakeman, had been sit­ 
ting in the cab of the engine, tot illy 
forgetful of their orders to look out 
for the passenger traiu and utterly uu- 
conscious of its approach. 
The fire­ 
man was found buried almost out of 
ight by tho coal in the tender and 
crushed against a hot steaming boiler, 
where he was bruised, burned and 
scalded to death, The engineer was 
still alive when rescued and lived some 
hours, saying with his dying breath, “ I 
am to bluine for the accident.” 
Tho brakeinan was also badly m uti­ 
lated, but wns still alivo when sent 
from the scene of the wreck to the hos 
pital at Brainerd. It is not probable 
that he can recover. Conductor Lowery 
of the freight train was arrested and put 
in jail at W heatland. 
The engineer 
ana the fireman of the passenger train 
jumped in time to save themselves and 
uo one else on that train was injured.

The story is current and is repeated by 
parties, who are generally accepted as 
good authority, that Jay Gould has ac­ 
quired a quarter interest in the syndi­ 
cate and has paid §1,400,000 in cash on 
au agreement. 
Russell bage is^ also 
nmned as a member of the syndicate. 
According to reports tho W estern Uuion 
takes the Baltimore and Ohio telegraph 
linea, Dinsmore tukes tho express busi­ 
ness for tbe Adams Express Company 
aud the Pennsylvania Railway takes the 
road. Details are said to have been ar­ 
ranged lHBt night. 
Nothing could be learned to-night of 
tho result of the Sully-Sage conference 
to day, but it is generally believed that 
the floating rumors are in the mam oor- 
rect, and that tbe first payment for the 
control of tbe Baltimore and Ohio stock 
has been subscribed. Sully was repeat­ 
edly questioned in regard to tbe meet­ 
ing, but refused to give auy information 
and would not even admit I hat he had 
been present at tbe conferí nee. abe re­ 
ports affected the stock market favor­ 
ably, and city operators beli-ve that an 
agreement of tome kind has been con­ 
cluded.

TIIE RAILROAD DISASTER 
Ascribed to n Bridge Faulty In 
M aterial and construction. 
Boston, Murch 15 — All night a large 
force of laborers waa engaged in clearing 
up the debris of the wrecked cars at the 
sceno of the bridge disaster. It was 
slow work and but little headway was 
made, yet tbe men labored hard, and 
when the light of morniog was sufficient 
for the continuation of the work without 
the necessity of artificial light, it pro 
gressed more rapidly. Ropes were 
stretched around the scene and all per­ 
sons not actively engaged iu clearing’tbe 
wreck were forced to keep outside the 
line. A large force was set to the task 
of taking the broken bridge apart. The 
baggnge-oar aud one of the renr oars of 
the train bad been completely de­ 
molished, and nil th at marks the spot 
where Alióse two cars fell, at the base 
of the embankment, is a heap of kin­ 
dling wood. 
Tho wreck is a more 
appalling sight than the recent ruins at 
the W hite River Juuction, and thia 
points 
Btrougly 
to 
the 
fact 
that the train was running at a speed of 
fully twenty-fivrt miles |n hour. The 
forward cars, which lie qn the embank­ 
ment and in the roadway, remain in the 
same position as when they fell. There 
were undoubtedly nine oars on the train, 
a9 tbe tops of nine are to be fouud, but 
the remains of the cars are in such a 
s’ate of demolition that it is impossible 
to discern bow many there were. In 
cousequt-nce rumors have prevailed that 
there wero but eight cars iu tho train. 
The General 
Manager of the 
road 
declares that the bridge was one of the 
strongest on the road, despite contrary 
rumors. Professor Swain, of the Insti­ 
tute of Technology, who made au exam­ 
ination of the wrecked bridge, thinks 
that there were serious defects in some 
portions of the bridge, ro t only in the 
material, but in the manner of its con­ 
struction. 
THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 
A Possible Et tension of the Hoad 
lo Portland to be Considered. 
N ew Y ork, March 15.—At the regu­ 
lar meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Northern Pacifio railroad, March 
17th, a proposition will be considered to 
extend the road to Portland, about 214 
miles, paralleling the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation, thereby giving the 
Northorn Pacific railroad two western 
termini at Portland for tbe Oregon trade 
and another at Tacoma for through bus­ 
iness. The N orthern Pácifio has the 
right to build a line through the Colum­ 
bia river valley, and it baB a land grant 
of $26,000 acres per mile in Washington 
Territory,and 20,000 per mile in Oregon. 
This land grant includes over 500,000 
acres. It is stated that á syndicate of 
Chicago capitalists have offered to grade 
the roadbed, build the masonry and 
bridges and lay ties for the land grant. 
A motion will be made at tbe Directors’ 
mcetiDg that a committee be appointed 
with anthority to confer with tue CUi-i 
cago people. If this line is constructed 
it will not interfere with the completion 
of tho Cascade division t'vrough to Ta 
coma. 
The directors will probably au­ 
thorize the construction of small roads 
in Idaho aud Montana, running to the 
mining districts. 
A RIG FIRE 
W hich M a y <‘nu*e Trouble Be­ 
tw een tw o Race*. 
R aleigh, N. C., M arch 15.—A fire 
broke out in Johnson's warehouse at Ox­ 
ford, at 1:30 o’clock this m 'ruing. There 
was a high wind and the flames spread 
rapidly in a southerly direction, jump­ 
ing Commercial avenue and burning 
houses on both sides of the street for some 
distance. Half of the business portion 
of the town was destroyed aud twenty- 
three firms were burned out. The loss 
¡9 about $100,000, aud the insurance 
scarcely half that arnouat. Thn general 
belief is that the tire was the work of 
colored incendiaries, and great excite­ 
ment prevails. The white people thiuk 
they could lay their bands on those 
responsible for the conflagration, and 
trouble is feared. 
FHEEKE-UIIT. 
The

A gainst the Yankee Sea-uug. 
N ew Y ork, March 15.—A special 
from Ottawa, Ont., says: The Fisheries 
department has completed the plan of 
compaign for the coming season, and it 
was submitted to the Cabinet Council 
last evening. After a fall discussion it 
wns adopted. Hpcuking with regard to 
it. Sir John MacDonald said to-day: 
“ The protective fleet will be even more 
efficient than that of last year, and tbe 
Yankee smack that succeeds in tres­ 
passing within the three-mile limit, 
without molestation, will have to be 
oommunded by an uncommonly old sea- 
dog. 
Public Education on This Coast 
W ashington, March 15.—In tho 
Edncalion Convention, which ia in 
progress here, City Superintendent F. 
S. Campbell, of Oakland, California, 
spoke of the public education of the 
Pacific Coast. He dwelt at some length 
on the uight schools and their ad van 
tages, and paid attention to the ueeda of 
ih e large class which they met. In tho 
early days ot tho Fettleiuent of the 
W est, be said, the Eiat was, as a matter 
of course, far ahead of the West in its 
facilities und its systems of education, 
but he felt to-day that the W est had 
profited by the example of the East in 
reaching out for the very best educa­ 
tional facilities possible. An interesting 
discussion followed, led by S. W ater­ 
man, of Stockton, California, aud J. P. 
Fogg, of Eureka, Neva ’a. 
M anning N alls.

War Preparations Fever­ 
ishly Prosecuted. 


DEATH OF A FRENCH PAINTER. 


British Columbia Unable to Receive 
Eastern Mails Owing: to Rail­ 
way Blockades.

Austria’s preparations for 
war aro herculean, but late. Germany, 
on the other hand, is prepared to start 
the campaign to-morrow. 
Army con­ 
tracts are signed, officers have sealed 
marching orders and the expectation of 
immediate wAr is almost universal. Her 
state of readiness is perfect, with not a 
gaiter button wanting to the equipment 
of the army. 
Business is completely 
suspended. Commercial relations have 
been so irtnch disturbed that opionion 
favors immediate release from the ten­ 
sion in Germany. 
Nothwithstanding 
the rumors of the probable violation of 
Belgian territory the feeling is that the 
campaign will be conducted, as in 1870, 
ou the Alsace-Lorraine frontier. France 
is not fo ready for war as Germany will 
be. It i'b thoroughly understood that if 
the war breaks out in the west of Eu­ 
rope it would be started by Germany, 
for tactical and diplomatic reasons, to 
neutralize France in the event of au 
Austro Russian conflict. * 
Dcutli off a French Painter. 
London, March 15.—The death is an­ 
nounced of Gustave Ochilles Guillaumet, 
a French painter. He was 47 years of 
age.

A roundhouse w ith a capacity for 
twenty-five stalls comes first. 
Next, a machine shop, 90x160. 
Tbe third ou the list is a car shop, 
ulsn 90x160. 
The fourth building is for a foundry, 
in which the companies will have nil 
their own casting aud foundry work 
done. Touching the foundry, and really 
part of the same building, will be u groat 
blacksinitb-ahop, for doing all the nec­ 
essary woik of the company in this de­ 
partment. Tbe dimensions of the latter 
building will probably be on the same 
scale as tbe machine shop. 
A vast coal bin, 2000Hfeet long, with 
an elevated road for tho cars to run up 
and uuload, is another great addition to 
tho headquarters establishment. 
Tlie roundhouse, the maobine shop, 
the foundry, the blacksmith shop and a 
pa.torn shop, the latter a two-story 
building, will be built of brick, though 
at first it was designed to construct them 
in frame. 
It is estimated that when these shops 
are opened a force of fully 1500 men will 
be required to oporute them, and as 
many of these are old, regular, steady 
employes of the company, with families, 
this will mean an addition of at least 
3500 people to the population of San 
Bernardino almost immediately. 
No 
wonder the Courier has been sanguine 
as to the rapid development and imme­ 
diate growth of this city. We will have 
a population of 10,000 before we realize 
it. If we go on and enforce sanitary 
reforms we may have a papulation of 
10,000 in this city and it* close suburbs 
by the 1st of March, 1888.—[San Ber­ 
nardino Courier.

Location of tko New Sm allpox 
H ospital. 
E d ito r H e ra ld —In your report of 
the meeting of tbe City Council, held 
yesterday, published in this morning’s 
D aily H e ra ld , we are informed that 
there is to be no change in the location 
of the pesthouse. Mr. Goss and his 
brickyard and his Chinamen must be 
protected at the expense of a large Dum­ 
ber of families. Mr. Goss is reported as 
saying “that be had a brickyard at the 
mouth of the csfljn proposed for the 
pesthouse,” and that more teams wonld 
have to pa*s the new site than tbe one 
now in use. Now we assert (and we 
defy contradiction by Mr. Goss or any­ 
one elst) that there is no person living 
or settled in said cufion except the ein- 
ployéa of Mr. Goss aud others manufac­ 
turing brick in the month of said cufion, 
and nearly all of said cmployéi ore 
Chiuameu. There is no regularly trav­ 
eled road or highway through «aid 
cañón. The teams referred to by M r. 
Goss must be teams hauling brick from 
his yard, and they must of necessity 
travel in and out of tbe mouth of the 
cafion and would not go near the pest- 
house if looated near tbe upper end of 
said cafion. W here the pesthouse is now 
located there is a public road passing 
immediately in front; quite a eettlemout 
of people are living above the pestbouso 
and these must of necessity pass very 
near the same in going to and returning 
from their business. 
Their children 
must pass the same road going to and 
comiug from school. Every afternoon 
there is a strong current of air passing 
down the cafion by the said pesthouse 
into and among the bouses and yards of 
about from forty to sixty families, not 
more than from 400 to 600yards from the 
pesthouse; also a public school of about 
ninety children. The Orphan’s Home 
is situated in the same neighborhood. 
Several children in the neighborhood of 
the pesthouse now have the smallpox, 
and mnst have contracted the dise&so 
either from the draft of air from the 
pesthouse, or from the careless manner 
heretofore practiced in taking patients 
to the pesthouse. 
Now, Mr. Editor, we have endeavored 
to give the facts as they exist. 
We are 
taxed to the value of our property for 
the support of tbe city, state andcouuty, 
and are, in our bumble opiuion, entitled 
to some protection to our property and 
for the lives ot our families, from those 
in authority. 
We as well as Bome of 
our neighbors have, as a matter of pre­ 
caution, sent a portion of our families 
away by reason of the nearness to us of 
the pesthouse. W e shall see whether 
the lives and property of fifty or sixty 
families will be protected by the oity 
authorities, or whether Mr. Goss, his 
brickyard jn d Chinamen shall be pro­ 
tected in onr stead. Mr. Breed is quoted 
as saying that “the present place i > good 
enough.” W e are of the opinion that if 
the mothers living in the vicinity of the 
pesthouse had hold of him for a few mo­ 
ments he would change his mind, and be 
in favor of a more isolated locality for 
the smallpox.

Tlie Fate of the Czar Fore* 
shadowed. 


WILL DIE AS HIS FATHER DID. 


Au Attempt Upon His Life Frus­ 
trated. Thooffh it Left Him 
Unnerved. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the H s k a l d. 
P aris, March 15.—L' Intrandgeant, 
Henri RocWfort’s paper, states that m v- 
eral persons have been arrested in St. 
Petersburg on the charge of engaging fan 
a conspiracy against the life of tbe G ar 
last Sunday. The paper add* that an 
the Czir was passing along a thorough* 
fare, on his way to attend services ha 
commemoration of the death of hia 
father, a bomb was thrown at him, bat for 
some reason it failed to explode, and that 
the persons arrested were oonoernad hi 
the assassination plot. 
S t. P e te r s b u r g , March 15.—It ia 
semi-ofiicialiy stated that on Sunday the 
police were informed that an attem pt 
might be made on the life of the C ur 
that day, it being the anniversary of tfca 
assassination of Dis father. As a remit 
the police arrested near the Impwml 
Palace several persons discovered hold­ 
ing dynamite bomba in their hands, 
ready to throw a t the Czir as ha 
emerged. 
The Official Messenger publishes tba 
following statements: The Cstr and 
tamily attended the reqniem service In 
memory of Czar Alexander II, on Sun­ 
day afternoon, and, half a hoar later, 
started for Gatchina. The paper makm 
no mention of any unnsnal incident hav­ 
ing occurred ou that dav or since. * 
London, March 15.—The Rumian 
Embassy here refuse to-day to give any 
information respecting the truth, or 
falsity of the report that an attempt an 
the Czar’s life was made lost Sunday in 
St. Petersburg. 
A dispatch from St. Petersburg to tha 
Daily News says: W hile the Csar wau 
returning from the rrqaiem services ia 
tbe Cathedral of 8t. Peter and St. Paul, 
a bomb, attached to a cord, was thrown 
in 
his direction. 
The intention 
was to tighten the string, whieb 
was 
connected w ith some mechan­ 
ism, 
and 
to 
thas 
explode thn 
bomb, bat before this design ooald be ex­ 
ecuted the criminal and a suspected 
accomplice were seized. It was found 
that they lived together in a lodging- 
house in the suburbs of the oity. The 
police visited this house, aud discovered 
there a quantity or explosives and a num­ 
ber of revolutionary pamphlets. Over 
200 persons have already been arrested 
in

the 
affair, 
and 
domiciliary 
visits are 
being 
made throughout 
the city. 
The 
German police had warned the Russian 
authorities that an attem pt was to be 
made against the Czar’s life, but tbe lat­ 
ter failed to trace the plotters. A tele­ 
gram from Vienna confirm* the Dailw 
News dispatch And says that the bomb 
waa thrown under the Czar’s carriage 
and that it was shaped like a book, ao 
tbat it could be carried in the hand with­ 
out exciting suspicion. 
A dispatch from ¡$t. Petenburg to tbe 
Standard says that one of tbe six iti*- 
dents arrested in connection- with the 
plot carried a hollow book containing a 
bottle filled with dynamite and poisoned 
búllete. 
The others had parcels and 
bngs containing bomba. 
The dispatch 
aleo says that it is alleged th at a w man 
was arrested who had a bomb couoealed 
in her muff. 
The Russian Embassy in London baa 
received dispatches contirmirg the re­ 
porta of the discovery of a plot to assae- 
einate the Czar and the urrest of tbe 
ring leaders. These dispatches say that 
no aotual attem pt was made to kill the 
Czar, as the plot bad been discovered 
before he left the palsce. Tbe British 
Government has received dispatches to 
the same effect from Sir R D. Morier, 
British Ambassador at St. Petersburg. 
A St. Petersburg dispatch to the 
Times says: 
“Ou Sunday the route 
which woe to have been taken by the 
Czar was crowded with gayly dressed 
people. Before tbe imperial party left 
the fortress tbe police telegraphed that 
they had grave suspicions tbat violence 
would be attempted and advised Their 
Majesties to change their route. Accord­ 
ingly the royal party drove by the way 
of the Neva quay aud by a circuitous 
route, avoiding the tour. Meanwhile 
arrests were made a t the corner of the 
Newsky Prospect ond the great Mora- 
kaia, where the plotters expeoted that 
the imperial party would slacken its 
pace, upon turning the corner. The 
wonld-be assassin is of short stature. 
He refuses to reply to any questions 
The Czar cried on hearing the danger 
which he had escaped. He did not learn 
the particulars until he arrived at the 
Gatchina Palace. The persons arrested 
in conneotion with the constitutional 
plot indignantly deny that they were in 
any way conuected with tho outrage, 
and repudiate any idts of conspiracy. 
Tbeir moito, they aay, is ‘the ptople, 
with the Czar or againtt tho Czar.* 
They have published a lithographic 
periodical, composed mainly of extraele 
from the works of notable writers «R 
constitutional law and political eoon- 
omy.”

They were escorted by mem­ 
bers of the City Council, the Mayor aud 
other local authorities. 
They were 
given every opportunity to iuveetigato 
the “ Renters of disease” in this city, and 
•11 efforts were made by our officers to 
give them th e true state of the OAse. 
They wero ustoniahe-1 and pleusod at the 
things they saw in their trip, and took a 
deep interest in the m atter which the 
State paid thorn to com* down here and 
investigate. 
The gentlemen had a de 
lightful trip around the city and its sub­ 
urbs aud talked m ore about the price of 
oom er-lotr thau they did of the small 
pox. 
VVbon they saw a yellow fljg dis­ 
played each member begun to speculate 
on the price of the pro, urty near it. 
A 
prominent member of the Board wa9 
asked what he thought of the smallpox 
situation. 
“ The smallpox ? Oh, th a t’s 
all r'glit, but by Jovo, w hat a nice place 
this ii to live in. 
Can you send me to 
some real estute agent th at you know to 
be perfectly r e l i a b l e H e was given a list 
of 1100 real estate agents and tho dotffor 
•a id : “ Hang the smullpox. Let’s go and 
see w hat we oan buy a residence lot 
fo r." Dr. Cole is thinking seriously of 
purchasing a lot and erecting thereon an 
im m ense hotel. 
T he members of the 
B ta te Board were dined extensively while 
h e re and they left yesterday afternoon 
for San Diego. 
They departed in an 
«xcellc-nt huuior after a nine course din­ 
ner w ith Dr. Hagan. 
The people of the 
aeaport town are notified to see to it 
th a t the doctors are supplied with chops 
done to a turn, beefsteak rare, aud 
above all to have the wihe well iced. 


GOOD REGULATIONS, 
W hen the State Board met with the 
Council on Monday 
night Dr. Cole 
m ade numerous suggfstious, which the 
B oardthought should be incorporated 
in our city laws. 
I t was discovered 
th a t the nu-asures suggested by Dr. Cole 
are now laws of the City of Los A n­ 
g eles, and the authorities are deter­ 
m ined to enforce them . 
Dr. Hagan 
say s that evorybody will bo required to 
live up to the laws published below, 
which are taken from the city ordi­ 
nances. 
He will divide the city into 
d istric t and compel all who have not 
b een viccinated to subm it to th at opera­ 
tio n . 
He will have a house-to-huuse 


sons having any contagious disease in 
their house or on or about their prem­ 
ises, shall,im m ediately af er their con- 
valescenco or removal of th e persons 
affected therew ith, 
disinfect, cleanse 
and purify their said houses and prem­ 
ises and rid them of every danger of 
propagating or communicating the said 
disease to others. 


A L A TER O RD IN A N CE. 
Section I. 
T hat the Board of Health 
of said city shall have power and author­ 
ity to make all needful rules and regula­ 
tions to carry out 
the objtcts aud 
purposes of said Board. 
Sec. 2. 
That every person living 
within the limits of said city, who has 
not been vaicin&ted within seven years, 
or where, having been vaccinated, said 
vaccination, in the opinion of the Health 
Officer of the city, was not effective: and 
excepting also all persons who have had 
the Bmnllpi x or varioloid, is required to 
l>n vaccinated on the demand of the 
H ealth Officer or any assistant of such 
Health Officer. 
A nd any such person refusing to be 
vaccinated aa afoiesiid shall be arrested 
by any police officer of th e city aud 
brought before the H ealth Officer and 
vaccinated by him. 
Any person who shall refuse fo allow 
said H ealth Officer to vaccinate him or 
her shah be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and it shall he the duly of the Health 
Officer to report tbo same to the Judgt 
of the City Court, who shall issue a war^ 
rant for the arrest of such person and 
cause him or her to he brought before 
him, and Bball proceed immediately to 
hoar the cn-e.aud if such person is found 
guilty of such offense ho shall be fined 
not less than §10 nor more than §100, 
or imprisoned not less than five nor 
more than 100 da>s. or both, in the dia- 
cretiou of the said Judge. 
Sec. 3. 
Said H ealth 
Officer may, 
w ith the consent of the Board of Health, 
employ any necessary num ber of assist­ 
ants and assign to each his duties and 
determine compensation, subject to the 
approval of the Council.

E vtry person living w ith­ 
in tbe lim bs of the city of Los Angeles, 
w ho has uot been vaccinated or has not 
had snallpox or varioloid, is hereby re­ 
quired to be vaccinated forthwith, and it 
•hall ke the d uty of tbe H ealth Officer 
to receive and vaccinate at bis office, 
free >f charge, all persons who may 
•pply 
Any persou w ithin the meaning of this 
•action wilfully neglecting to be vac­ 
cinated shall be arrested by any police 
officer, and if uuable to proouie the ser­ 
vices of some other physician, shall be 
brought before tbe H ealth Officer and 
he vaccinated by him. 
Set. 2. The H ealth Officer, who shall 
be a graduate of some medical college, 
4a grod standing, nnd reside w ithin tbe 
city limits, shall keep an office in some 
convenient location, and shall keep the 
aam« open for gratuitous vaccination 
durisg oertain hours of the day, of 
which he shall give public notice by ad­ 
vertisement from tim e to time in two 
daily newspapers, th e one English, tb e 
other Spanish.

▲ágeles, and who, after seeing for 
him aelf the reasons for onr prosper­ 
ity, invested largely in property and 
lands in this county. The views ex- 
M*ed by Mr. Newlands, both upon 
s subject of the wonderful progress 
de in Los Angeles and the methods 
t have placed San Francisco in a 
oi lethargy, are the most acute 
•ndcom prehensive we have yet seen. 
H e says th at “ the development that 
▲as taken place in the southern part 
a f th e State, and particularly Los 
Angeles county, is simply wonderful. 


A l a r g e population is crowding into 
♦K-f county, not simply for the pur­ 
pose of sight-seeing, but for invest­ 
ment. A new class of people has 
taken hold of affairs, and the old res­ 
idents, for the most part, stand aside 
■tepefied by the great progress tha< is 
Wing made. The enthusiastic people 
are the new people. They come from 
building up large cities in the West, 
aacb as Kansas City, know how it is 
¿one, 
and 
feel 
confident in the 
fatore.” Mr. Newlands falls into an 
error which is natural for a man who 
had but a very slight and cursory 
hnowledge of our people. The new 
class of people are all th at Mr. New- 
i 
Mys—they are energetic, enthu­ 
siastic, go ahead people, who know, 
from experience, how great cities are 
h ailt. But he does in justice to the 
d d Lo* Angoleños when he says that 
they “ stand aside stupefied by the 
g reat progress th at is being made. 
W e need only cite the fact that out of 
the hundreds of great building im pro v- 
ments made in this city in the last 
fonr years, they are all, or nearly all 
tbs result of the foresight and'enter 
priae of old residents. Mr. I.W . Hell 
bas put up business blocks in 
•very part of the mart portion of the 
city ; the Nadeau Hotel was erected by 
AH old resident; Mr. L. Mesmer is 
m iking a costly improvement on the 
■ te of the old United btates H otel; 
XiMiifl Lichtenberger, Jake Kuhrts, 
Louis Boeder, Dr. Kurtz and Don 
Joan Bernard, all old-timers, have 
■domed our business thoroughfares 
w ith elegant buildings; Mr. Lanker- 
ahim and Miss Hammond have given 
na beautiful structures on Spring 
street; the Lanfranco estate, belong 
log to one of the oldest families, has, 
through its managers, Messrs. Walter 
S . M axwell and W alter 8. Moore 
erected 
noble 
structures in 
the 
heart of the city ; Airs. Jones is put­ 
ting up stores that reach through 
from Spring to New High street, and 
hsa plans for an immense block on 
M archessault street; Judge Widney 
and Mr. Glaseell and Dr. Widney 
have erected magnificent blocks in 
the business center; Mr. Biscailuz 
is adorning Commercial street with a 
splendid row of buildings; Mrs. Wil­ 
so n 
has 
graced 
First 
street 
w ith a noble structure; Hon. T. 
D . M ott, who has be?n here since 
th e year One, has made extensive 
Main and Spring street improve­ 
m ents; I. M. H eilm an is about to 
cvect the most extensive store block 
in the city, running from Main street 
through to Los Angeles; Captain 
Tbom is putting up a great business 
block on Main stree t; Mr. John Bry­ 
son has just finished one of the hand­ 
som est corner bnildings in the United 
S tates; Mr. Louis Phillips is erecting 
• business block of colossal propor­ 
tions on the site of the old City H all; 
»t»h m any other old residents are

rule, with rare exceptions, that all 
th e foresighted business improve­ 
ments in Los Angeles are made by 
p m who have been here all the way 
from ten to thirty-eight years.

Want in this article particularly to 
flsQ the attention of our readers to the 
Me of his views in other re­ 
In the course of his iuter- 
r he takee issue with the narrow 
f that has characterized the ad- 
i of San Francisco. He 
f w ants to aee that city made the 
7. f a i l of the Pacific coast, to be given 
~ 
* sewerage, to heve broad 
-Jading out to its noble park, 
L to have its streets peved with the 
g and most approved material to 


be had, to have its order of architec­ 
ture changed f r o m the cheap stucco 
to stone and fine-pressed brick. ^ In 
answer to th e hackneyed objection, 
that a great system of public im ­ 
provements would give opportunities 
for political rascals to feather their 
nests, he says: “ This is no excuse 
for inactivity, for the world moves on 
notwithstanding the rascals and idiots 
in it, and the fear that some money 
may be stolen should not prevent the 
municipality from doing the work 
that is needed. 
Of course, every 
guard should be thrown around the 
work and no money should be squan­ 
dered, but it is idle to Btand halting 
simply because there is danger of 
some crime being committed. 
I his 
objection carried into our private bus 
iness affairs would restrain our mer­ 
chants from engaging in new under­ 
takings and 
enterprises 
for 
fear 
that 
the 
agents through 
whom 
they 
transact 
business 
might 
rob 
th e m ." 
He 
looks 
upon 
the dollar-lirait, in view of the neces­ 
sities of the municipality, as a dollar 
humbug, and declares that the Consol­ 
idation Act places the city in astraight- 
jacket, out of which it m ust emerge 
or retrogrado. 
He therefore believes 
that it would be better to adopt the 
now charter, with its minor faults, so 
th a t the city could have the advan­ 
tage of its expansive benefits. 
He 
believes tb at more power should be 
lodged in the hands of the M ayor; 
for, after all there is safety in the one- 
man power, 
where 
responsibility 
com es directly home to the individual- 
Mr. Newlands further declares that 
the heavy taxpayers of San Francisco, 
of whom the estate he represents is 
the heaviest, are willing to m eet the 
expenditures for all public improve­ 
ments that will tend to make the city 
attractive and progressive. That is a 
fact also in this city. The narrow 
economy that would prevent a city’s 
progress by defeating every effort to 
expend money properly in that direc 
tion, is a policy which will in the end 
leave any place that clings to it in the 
position of a “ Sleepy Hollow'." It is 
a false and pernicious economy that 
refuses to progress in public improve­ 
ments on a scale similar to the ad­ 
vance m ade by private enterprise, 
and any city that adopts so penny- 
wise-and-pound-fooÜBh a policy will 
in the end be what is so well ex­ 
pressed by the street word, left. 
We 
believe th a t Los Angeles is more 
wide-awake than to perm it itself to 
be seriously damaged by any such 
p o l i c y .

A n s th s r R iver side. 
To Riverside, North and East River­ 
side, is now to be added another aide 
oalled South Riverside. 
This new set­ 
tlement of 13,000 acres is on the Temes- 
cal, south of Riveriide, and belongs to 
the South Riverside Land and Water 
Company, mainly owned by ex Gov­ 
ernor Merrill, of Iowa, R. B. Taylor, of 
Riverside, and A. S. Garrison, of Sioux 
City, lows. 
The company is actively at work tun­ 
neling into the Temascal mountains for 
a permanent water supply. It has the 
waters of Temcscal creek, which it will 
develop in the cañón probably to four 
times its preseut surface flow. 
The company will expend $400,000 in 
water development and in laying water 
pipes through the tract. The Riverside, 
Santa Ana and Los Angeles Railroad is 
graded through the tract, which is cer­ 
tainly a beautiful plaiu of lovely laud, 
sloping from the Tcmescal mountains 
down to the Sauta Ana river. 
One, or probably two stations, will be 
placed in South Riverside by the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fo Railroad 
Company, that now controls the River­ 
side, Santa Ana and L ob Angeles Rail­ 
road. 
The settlement of South River­ 
side is in full view from the towns of 
Ontario, Cucamonga and E:iwanda, from 
which it is about htteen to twenty miles 
distant. 
One of the great attractions of South 
Riverside is the Temescal hot springs 
known all over the Pacihc coast as re 
markable for curing 
rheumatic and 
eruptive disoases. 
The water comes out 
of the side of the mountain at a tern 
perature of 90 degrees oud affords a 
most delicious bath. 
Ampio bathing- 
hous.s will be prepared for all guests. 
The beautiful TemtBcalHotel oi South 
Riverside is a large and elegant edifice, 
end is surrounded by extensive ground» 
beautifully laid out and ornamented with 
flowers, trees and shrubs. 
Several 
houses have been erected, a circular 
townsite luid out aud active work is go­ 
ing on in grading streets, plowing land 
and planting trees aud vines. 
_A« with 
other new colonies, a water-right goes 
with the land, according to acreage. 
The directors of the company seein to 
be determined to beat the parent River­ 
side in sizo, beauty and thrift. 
This 
will be a largo contract to carry out, aud 
the people will watch with muoh inter­ 
est the struggle between the old and tho 
new towns. 
South Riverside is about 
titty miles from Los Angeles, vis Po­ 
mona, aod about sixty miles via Orange. 
Railway connections will probably be 
made with this city in the mouth of May

Y et ours is no ordinary con­ 
dition, nor ia it one th a t ia charged with 
undiluted pleasure, for as we grow older, 
nnd aa fhoae who surround our hearth­ 
stones tell us in acoent3 which can not 
be misunderstood, th at our State has 
throw n aside her swaddling clothes, yet 
wre moat remember, too, th at those to

Boruck is a m an whom we will 
not soon forget, M r. President. Sup­ 
posed to be a violent partisan, yet 
whenever his advice was called for by 
auy of us (and moBt of those who came 
here, from 
the 
Lieutenant-Governor 
dowu, were unfamiliar with the tech­ 
nical praoiicea of legislative bodies), 
he gave it froely and correctly. 
Every 
Senator recognized th a t such advice as 
the Lieutenant-Governor and others re­ 
ceived from him was not only giveu ac­ 
curately and impartially, but was abso­ 
lutely devoid of parii8iu bios. 
The 
same feeling haa permeated every news­ 
paper gentieman who has attended this 
session. 
I t is because of this fairness, 
more than anything else perhaps, that 
we will part to-morrow’ w ith the warm­ 
est feeling and sinoerest desire for m u­ 
tual happiness.

And, Mr. President, 
every Senator knows that I never a»ked 
to take up anything out of order. [Ap­ 
plause and laughter.] This sentiment, 
Mr. President, I have heard uttered by 
thirty-nine other gentlemen upon this 
floor; but I can assure you th at only in 
my case is it based upon fact. 
Aud re­ 
garding Senator W ilson's remarks about 
tbe pawnbrokers, I will say that what I 
fear most is the proprietor of iny hotel. 
And never having placed these articles 
within n»y domestic sanctuary, never 
having brought them within my home, I 
am not quite satisfied that they will be 
exempt from execution. 
I bad hoped to 
escape taxation upon this present, under 
Senator Lenahan’s amendment to the 
Constitution, but since that proposition 
has been defeated I will, whenever the 
assessor oomes around or whenever I am 
compelled to avoid the unhappy conse­ 
quences of a tax sale, always remember 
the kindness of the Senators of the 
twenty-seventh session of 
the Legis­ 
lature of the State of California.” 
The balance of tbe evening session 
was spent in pass9tig deficiency and other 
bills that have been mentioned in these 
columns heretofore, and at 12 o’clock 
to-morrow the Legislature will be no 
more.

The lady ha9 made this 
personation so entirely her own, and 
throws into it so powerfnl a degree of 
intensity that tbeater-goers throughout 
the United States have coffie to accept 
* it as the true interpretation of the ideal 
of M. Alexandre Domas, Jila, the anthor 
of the pieoe. There can be bnt one ob 
jection to Miss Morris as “ Camille” and 
that b that she renders the part pain 
fully realistic, and that is the highest 
praise that could be bestowed. 
We 
have seen Mme. 
Thierry and Sara 
Bernhardt perform this role. 
The 
former was a 
grand 
actress 
but 
■he 
invested 
“Camille” 
with 
falae glamour of 
morality; 
whilst 
Bernhardt went to the other extreme 
and made “Camille” a loose type of the 
Parisian 
demi-monde. 
Miss 
Morris 
never forgets that she is representing a 
woman who has placed an insuperable 
barrier between herself and society; but 
she infuses into the character a dignity 
and sentiment wbich^redeems It out of 
th e fallen class to which it belongs. If 
there be any great moral lesson in Ca­ 
mille, it is in the shape of a warning, to 
avoid the glare and glitter of vice; for 
retribution meets her at every step, un­ 
til it at last onlminatea in one of the moat 
harrowing scenes of supreme suffering 
depicted in the whole range of the 
drama. At the same time it is a protest 
against the tyranny of society—against 
its inexorable condemnation and hardness 
of heart. 
Without mercy, without pity, 
its rigors first force the friendless and 
helplefs into straits where temptation 
triumphs over weakness, and then it 
pieces upon them the indelible mark 
which forever deprives them from hope 
and consigns them to an irretrievable life 
of shame.

While this was going on Frank 
bad an opportunity of Bhooting Mr.

it, and after Hays

secured he was also handcuffed. 
The 
police had been summoned by telephone 
and Officer Dillon arrived on the scene 
iu time to assist in conveying the young 
men to the city prison, where they were 
charged with burglary.

etated that while he kuew the diamonds 
were not in the room, being worn at 
the opera house by Miss Morris, he 
was afraid they had succeeded in pick­ 
ing up some other valuables, and he 
was determined that they should not 
escape.

Iu some cases these incrustations accum u­ 
late to such »u extcut as to form a regular 
plu g In the nose, which obstructs breathing 
aud produces serious discom fort. 80 firm­ 
ly do these incrustations adhere to th e 
point of attachm ent 
th at thc-lr removal 
usually requires the m ost vi< lent efforts; 
not unfrequently t. ey have to be torn from 
the m em brane. O ccasionally a solid cast 
of notable size is ex p el'ed . ou which th ere 
are generally traces of tlood, h u t lu som e 
casus the cast pr?sencs a tu b u lar nppear- 
auce, being of exact shape of the nasal 
cavity. T ais condition is indicative of u l­ 
ceration, w hich, in tim e, may destroy the 
bony stiu cto re of th e nose aud produce a 
sub.-equeut flattening of that organ. 
Cases are occasioaslly m et with iu whloh 
a thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e 
m em brane of the u ssal cavities and theu 
putriflea, giving rise to a stench which ia 
really overpow ering au d sufficiently fetid to 
p iso u th e atm osphere of a wnole room; 
and there are others in w hich all the secre- 
¡ions of the m em brane are suspended, caus­ 
ing an uupleasaut feeling of dryness, beat 
aud feverishness In th e head aud uosc—a 
couditlon popularly know n as “Dry Ca­ 
tarrh .'' 
'i he disease speedily extends to the air 
cavities of th e bones of the forehead aud 
face, giving rise to a distressing scosatiou 
of h avY w eight or com pression over th e 
forehead, especially lu the region above 
and between the ryes, and to a feeling of 
fuluesi, beat, Irritation, sureuess or pain in 
the nostrils near the root of th e nose, as 
well as lu th e upper p art of th e throat, 
above and behind th e soft palato. 
Some­ 
tim es there ia pain obstinately fixed iu some 
particular part, as iu tb e tem ple, ou the top 
of the hcao, at the b ack of tn e neck, or be- 
h iud the orblds, au d occasionally pain 
m auifests itself in th e face of to severe a 
character th at it !a frequently mistaken for 
neuralgia. 
The oreath is a lw a y s tainted a D d at tim es 
assumes au exceeding fetid and sickening 
odor. In som e cases it becomes so revolt­ 
ingly offensive as to ren d er the sufferer an 
object of disgust to him self as well as to 
others. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened an d 
congested, causing th e note to be stopped 
up, som etimes ou oue side, som etime ou th e 
other, and often on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sen»atlou iu the head, 
am i occasioning 
violent 
and prolonged 
paroxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice Is weak, in d istin ct and h u ik y 
or of a nasal charscier. di playing a sort o f 
sniffing quality. O ftentim es there Is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness au d discordance. There 
is also * sense of irritation In the throat, 
aud frequent attem pts to clear the parts o f 
phlegm, produciug th e so u n d ’ hem " m ore 
or less forcibly. Iu some cases patients 
com plain of an uncom fortable feeling o f 
fullness, o r a choky .en sstio n iu the throat, 
aud in ethers of a distressing and alm ost 
constant dryners, for the tem porary relief 
of which they have to swallow frequently. 
Others, again, speak of a constant bad o r 
nauseous taste in th e m outh or throat. 
The stom ach generally suffers mote o r 
less acd becom es w eak and irritable; th e 
appetite is capricious and nearly always 
Dad lu th e m orniug. 
The patient Is )au- 
K U id, unable to perform m ental or physical 
labor with tn e u¡-ual facility, is nervous, de 
pressed in spirits, at tim es fearful, tim -d. 
agitated an d ln cllred to drowsiness aud 
sleep, tbc m ew '.ry w eakened and perm a 
neut im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon becomes 
m orbidly sensitive to unfavorable iu 8 u 
enees, aud in spite of the utm ost care be­ 
comes affected from th e slightest causes, so 
th at at last a breath of w ind upon the lining 
of (lie uo.-e or throat becom es productive of 
a cold, nnd gives rise to serious disturb 
anees of tb e respiratory organs. Thus th e 
patient is subject to frequent and repeated 
colds, esch attack aggravating the disease 
by giving it a new im p u h e ana Involving a 
larger ex ten t or surface than its predecessor. 
In this m an n er the difficulty spreads from 
organ to orgau, Invading the throat, larnyx 
trachea and bronchial tubes, until, cn 
croacblng furth er uud further, it reaches 
the finer ram ifications of the bronchi, when 
but a slight im pulse Is required to send it 
to the lungs. C atarrh may, and often does, 
affect other organs in th e body, especially 
those containing a m ucous m em brane, succ 
as the stomach, Dowels, kidneys, etc. 
By the em ploym ent of proper Inhalation 
in the form of m edicated vapor (not stean' 
or spray) we are able to produce im m odlat. 
and direct action upon tha diseased surface 
in the p harynx and nas»l passages, lor ai

Ozccna Is th e professional o r technical 
nam e given to au ad v au o td form of catarrh 
In which ulceration has eaten through tb e 
m em brane lining of th e nose to the carti­ 
lage ot the bone. A nv oase of catarrh m ay 
end in czoeua, but It m ost frequently.occurs 
in those w bo are naturally scrofulous. T he 
discharge takes place through the nostrils 
or through th e throat, and Is generally of s 
yellowish o r greenish yellow color, fre- 
tkuently tinged with blood and almost al- 
« 
ays attended by an offensivesm ell. In th e 
□gnage of Dr. Wood, of Philadelphia, 
’ 'The disease is one o f the most obdurate 
aud dlsagreoable w hich the physician h as 
to encounter. In bad cases the breath of th e 
patient beoomes so revolting as to isolate 
nim from society aud to render him an o b ­ 
jec t of disgust even to him self.” In some 
cases pieces of bone becom e separated au d 
■lough off, leaving deep, unhealthy ulcers, 
which accrete a bloody m atter, and are e x ­ 
tre m e s difficult to heal. After rzuraa haa 
coutluue I some tim e the sense of sm ell 
usually becomes im paired aud often lost. 
Deafness is one of its most common couse- 
quenc-s, an d results from its extension 
through th e eustachian tubes to the interual 
ear. P alss iu the head aud over the frontal 
sinuses, im pairing m em ory, aud even in - 
*ty frequently sp rin g from its extension 
he brain . The grea'est danger, how­ 
ever. because tbe m ost common, is that It 
will extend dow nw ard aud affect the lungs. 
Iu most cases of pulm onary disease citareis 
is present iu some degree, aud lu many in ­ 
stances it causes a large share of the p a ­ 
tien t’s discom fort. 
Besides these gravo consequences, all o f 
which are liable to sp iuv from scrofulous 
catarrh or ozoeua, th ere are others which. If 
lefts dangerous, are sufficiently unpleasant. 
It occasions great unheppiness to thousands 
of both sexes, by isolating them and p re­ 
venting th eir settlem ent in life 
Au offen. 
R ive running from th e nose, with foul 
breath: is about as g reat a calam ity as can 
befallyoung.people.ifor no yo ng person 
should ever think ox marry ing while afflict­ 
ed with catarrh.
